AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF STEEL CONSTRUCTION 
PRIZE 
Through the generosity of the American Institute 
of Steel Construction, three prizes of $500, $250 and

“4 STEEL BRIDGE” 


The economy in design of steel bridges has often 
been carried to the extent of sacrificing the beauty of 
form to purely structural considerations. It is thought 
that more beautiful designs in steel bridges can be 
brought about from an architectural point of view. 
This problem is the design of a steel highway bridge 
over a slow running stream 200 feet wide from bank 
to bank, which is to connect the business section of a 
medium size city with its residential quarter. 


The river bank on the business district side is fifty 
feet high at point one hundred feet from the river. 
On the residential quarter side of the river is a boule- 
vard fifty feet wide and five feet above the level of the 
water, which follows the edge of the river. On the 
other side of the boulevard is an embankment ten feet 
high with a-slope of one to one, back of which is a 
city park that rises gradually at a 5% grade. 

The roadway of the bridge is 60 feet wide, and 
there are sidewalks ten feet wide on each side. The 
bridge roadway is fifty feet above the level of the water 
at the center of the river. One clear span of at least 
seventy-five feet horizontal clearance is required, and 
this shall have at least fifteen feet minimum vertical 
clearance at all points. ‘The span over the riverside 
boulevard must provide a vertical clearance of at least 
fourteen feet. “The piers, abutments, etc., should be 
of masonry.
